Marshall Soper: 
Marshall has con- 
stantly been in strife 
with opponents, offi- 
cials and coaches 
since he emerged as a 
top player in Sydney. 

Soper and Gomez 
need to be delt with. 

Given the climate of 
violence which now 
pervades our socicty, 
it is obviously going to 
be hard to keep vio- 
lent play off our soccer 
fields. 

Nevertheless, Rug- 
by League, which by 
nature is a much more 
aggressive sport than 
soccer, has reduced 
violence among play- 
ers to a remarkble 
degree. 

This has happened 
through harsh punish-

NEVER ENDING 
SEARCH FOR 
TOP TALENT 


BY TOM McKAIN 


WITH the departure of David Provan back to Scotland after a 
highly successful stint with Olympic, it is appropriate to take a 
look at the methods which produces players like him. 


His home club, Cel- 
tic, has come up with 
a string of stars over 
the years. 

Piayers who have 
played on with them 
or left for England — 
like Kenny Dalglish — 
and yet have been re- 
placed by players who 
are just as good, and 
in some cases better. 

The man behind 
part of the success is 
John Keleman_ who, 
according to a Scottish 
newspaper, has clock- 
ed up 50,000 miles in 
the past two years 
scouting for the club. 

On a full-time sal- 
ary, he is in charge of 
nine-part-time scouts 
whom he meets once a 
month to discuss what 
they have seen and 
where they are going 
before the next 
meetin, 

Their beat covers a 
massive area and it is 
Keleman’s claim that 
there are no promising 
players in Scotland 
from 13 to 15 they ha- 
ven’t seen, or heard 
about. 

The ‘youngsters are 
signed on “'S” forms, 
but some are lost be- 
cause Keleman and 
his men take too long 
to make up their 
minds. 

“We are very selec- 


tive,” he said. 

“The club is allowed 
30 “S” form signings. 

“We have 16, Five of 
them played in the 
Scottish schools’ 
Under 15 side last 
season.” 

But even the magic 
name of Celtic does 
not always convince 
youngsters to sign. 

Keleman said Eng- 
lish clubs raided over 
the border regularly, 
with bulging cheque- 
books. 


He said he lost two 
16-year-olds recently 
to England, with one 
being offered $52,000 
to sign one while’ the 
other collected $36,000, 

All Celtic “S"” form 
players are invited 
regularly to special 
training sessions to 
check their progress. 

And Celtic will sign 
anyone. 

Keleman tells the 
story of one youngster 
who is a “mad” Ran- 
gers fan, but agreed to 
ign for their greatest 
rivals. 

“He stood at the 
Rangers end of the 
‘ground the last time 
Celtic played them, 
and when he comes to 
training he wears a 
Rangers shirt under 
his Celtic one,” said 
Keleman, 


“The important 

thing is he wants to 
play for Celtic. That's 
all. we're interested 
in.” 
Keleman said some- 
times all 10 scouts 
would take turns at 
watching a youngster, 
then submit written 
reports on strengths 
and weaknesses, be- 
fore a decision was 
made. 

So the next time a 
club is looking for a 
guest, it is safe to say 
that if the sign on a 
Celtic man without 
seeing him, they won't 
be disappointed.
